operate with it. With three or four days 
of such poumllng as is reported to havo 
taken place, the batteries and garrison ot. 
Santiago will be powerless lo resist an at- 
tempt to occupy their de-Tcnses. 


It Is plain that the administration la 


carrying out a plan to Induce the Span- 
iards to use ammunition every time It 
can be expended. If the Santiago forts 
have responded to the shower of shot and 
shell poured Into them by Admiral Samp- 
son they will have so much less ammuni- 
tion to use later on. Tne supply for Ad- 
miral Sampson will be ceaseless. Every 
ship that goes lo his fleet with supplies 
will carry projectiles, and there will be 
no danger that he will run short. It Is 
pointed out at the Navy Department that 
Admiral Cervera and 
the defenders of 


Santiago cannot respond without expos- 
ing themselves to the danger of running 
out at the time when they will most need 
an abundant supply. 


Some anxiety Is felt here for tho secur- 


ity, of Lieutenant Hobson and his com- 
panions. It has been reported that they 
were Imprisoned In Morro Castle, and as 
the stories of yesterday represent that 
defense as having been badly battered, 
It Is wondered whether the Spanish com- 
mander permitted them to be exposed to 
the flro of the United Stales ships. Tho 
general Impression IB that Sampson did 
not pay any attention to the report that 
the men were imprisoned in the fortress, 
but depended upon the Spanish to remove 
them to a place of safety In case they 
found that the fort was to be bombarded. 
Otherwise It would be necessary to revise 
the good opinion of the Spaniards that 
was formed upon Admiral Cervera's treat- 
ment of them when they were arrested 
after their escape from the Merrimac.
